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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer text file’s unrestricted availability is likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
restricted to adults. It describes in explicit detail two incestuous sexual encounters between a 
brother and sister. The story is written as an erotic fantasy and therefore to some degree 
promotes or at least tends to normalise incest. Adults will be aware that this is a “subversive” 
erotic fantasy designed for adult sexual arousal and can be expected to be aware of the law 
surrounding such relationships. The overall content and the manner of the descriptions are likely 
to have a negative and disturbing effect on children and young people who are not 
developmentally ready for sexually explicit adult material, much less a graphically-described incest 
fantasy. The text file targets adults, who are able to understand its purpose and intent. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression under the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is the lowest reasonable restriction on its availability 
that can be applied in order to prevent the likelihood of injury to the public good.
